The Board of Trade .met ia its 
rooms Tuesday evening with a large 
number of members in Attendance. 
Dr. A. C. Wolf, George'H. Lehman, 
A. W. Fletcher and J. S. Blymy-er 
were elected to membership, 
Bills to the amount of $!-&.25 were 
approved fo_r payment. 
Many im- 
portant subjects tending to the im- 
provement of the town were dis- 
cussed. 
The following 
resolutions were 


unanimously adopted: 
Whereas, Bedford's leading manu- 
facturer, H. C. Heckerman, -one of 
the members of our Board of Trade, 
has, through his untiring 
efforts, 
built up a business second to -none in 
, the country in the particular line in 
•which he is engaged and has been 
giving employment to a large num- 


~~ ber of the people of this community, 
and"Whereas, Mr. Heckerman has J~e- 
' cently suffered a serious -financial 
loss in -the destruction of his factory 
by fire, therefore, be it 
Resolved, That the Bedford Board 
of Trade, desiring to show its ap- 
preciation of the business zeal which 
has pervaded this enterprise, extends 
its sympathy to Mr. Heckerman and 
tenders its heartiest support to him 
in the rebuilding of his plant and the 
continuation of the business which 
has assumed sucu splendid propor- 
tions through the industry, integrity 
and honesty of its founder. 


For Better Conditions 


Be it Resolved, That it is the firm 
opinion of the Board of Trade that 
the present unsightly and unsanitary 
condition of the south river bank in 
Bedford, which is used as a common 
dump for garbage and refuse, is a 
standing reproach to the people of 
our town and a positive detriment to 
the business welfare and public 
health of the community. 
We condemn the practice of mak- 
ing the river bank a public dump ar-d 
call on the Borough Council to pro- 
vide at once a suitable place and 
manner for the disposal of all garb- 
age within .the. borough limits. We 
also -request that 'tne council req.uire 
property owners, 
whose 
premises 
have been used as a dumping place 
tor garbage, to clean up the same and 
put them in a presentable and sani- 
tary condition. If it is deemed wise 
by the borough authorities, this work 


,^_^should be done at the public expense; 
grass seed should be sown on the 
banks of the river where garbage is 


f now dumped and willow trees plant- 
ed at such places along the river 
bank where there are none. • 
We believe that the reputation of 
our town as a desirable and attrac- 
tive summer resort is seriously in- 
jured by the present condition of af- 
fairs, and call on all public-spirited 
citizens to unite with us in having 
the present garbage dump abolished 
and the adoption ot such measures as 
will make our town sanitary, attrac- 
tive and beautiful. 
The Committee on Municipal Af- 


fairs is hereby directed to confer 
with the Council at once and urge 
that body to take prompt action to- 
wards abolishing the present dump, 
and to report at the next meeting of 
the Board.The AVater Supply 


In view of the recent destructive 


fire which reduced to ashes one of the 
principal industries of the town and 
of the partial failure of the water 
supply at a time when it was most 
needed, be it 
Resolved, That it is the sense of 
this Board that prompt steps should 
be taken to supply that part of the 
town nortn ot tne river with larger 
water mains as a measure ot protec- 
tion to the industrial and business 
concerns located there.

In view of the tact that the same 


condition also prevails in that part 
of the town supplied by the Milburn 
s-v reservoir, which leaves that section 


without proper fire protection, we be- 
lieve that the time is now here when 
, new and larger mains should be in- 


stalled to that reservoir. 
We also 
believe that there has not been the 
spirit of hearty co-operation'between 
our business people and the public 
officials in the adoption ot sucn meas- 
ures as shall promote and aid indus- 
trial enterprises and advance the 
public welfare. We call on our Bor- 
ough Council to take such steps as 
will relieve the present condition of 
affairs and the Municipal Committee 
of this Board is hereby directed, af- 
ter suitable consideration of the sub- 
ject, to confer with the Borough 
Council towards the securing of lar- 
ger water mains in those parts of the 
town where they are needed and to 
report at the next regular meeting of 
the Board, 
The last two resolutions were re- 


ferred to the Committee on Municipal 
Affairs, which consists of R. A. Sti- 
ver, W. S. Arnold and E. F. England. 


PEANUT FACTORY BURNED 
| 


Plant of H. C. Heckerman Entirely 


Destroyed Monday Morning. 


About 1 o'clock Monday morning 
fire, supposed to be of incendiary 
origin, broke out in the large peanut 
factory of> H. C. Heckerman on Rail- 
road Avenue and completely destroy- 
ed the plant. This establishment was 
the largest of its kind in the United 
States and the product was shipped 
to almost every state in the Union. 
The capacity of the roasters was 120 
bushels per hour and 65 men anc 
girls were employed. 
Within an hour after the fire was 
discovered all that remained of the 
large four-story frame building was 
a pile of charred timbers. Everything 
in the building was consumed except 
the contents of the safe. 
Mr. Heck- 
erman carried about $13,500 insur- 
ance, his loss over and above that 
amounting 'to $8,000. 
Three carloads of peanuts on the 
siding were saved. Two cars of nuts 
and materials used in preparing the 
prize packages for the market, which 
had been placed in the factory within 
the past few days, together with a 
large stock of paper, and other ma- 
terials used in the printing establish- 
ment, were destroyed. 
The machin- 
ery consisted of four large roasters, 
a cleaner, sheller, blancher, 5-horse 
power gasoline engine, an electric 
dynamo for lighting purposes, and 
six printing presses. Included in the 
office 
furniture were four 
Smith 
Premier typewriters, a multigraph, 
and adding machine. 
Some house- 
.hold furniture, belonging to Mrs. 
Virginia B. Smith, a stenographer, 
was stored in the building. 
A stable on the property of Con- 
stable David R. Ernest, loss $400, 
was burned and his residence dam- 
aged. A house owned by Mr. Heck- 
erman and occupied by John H. 
Gates was also badly damaged. The 
Ice Plant, situated nearby, was in 
danger until the direction of the 
wind changed. 
The Fire Department 
responded 
promptly and their efficient work 
prevented further conflagrations in 
the vicinity. 
Mr. Heckerman will occupy part of 
the Ice Plant and resume operations 
in a few days. 
Two large Ohio towns, Huntington, 


W. Va., Meyersdale, Hyndman, Hunt- 
ingdon and Everett have 
offered 
splendid inducements for Mr. Hecker- 
man to establish a factory in their 
towns. ' Bedford hopes that Mr. Heck- 
erman will remain with us and that 
the factory will be rebuilt on the 
lormer site.

during a census of the United States 
always presents numerous difficulties;

element that their answers to the

In order to quiet such unfounded 


fears, which would, unless removed, 
materially affect the coming census, 
April 15, the Census Bureau has 
prepared the subjoined brief state- 
ment relative to the decennial census, 
its origin, purpose, and uses. 


It should furnish complete assur- 


ance to those concerned that informa- 
tion given the enumerators is held by 
the Census Bureau in the strictest 
confidence, with reference to the 
identity of the informants, as requir- 
ed by the policy of the Bureau and 
commanded by the law of the United 
States. 


It is, therefore, earnestly hoped 


that clergymen, priests, physicians, 
school teachers, employers, and other 
public-spirited citizens who come in 
contact with large numbers of people 
will cooperate with the Census Bu- 
reau by telling persons who are be- 
lieved to entertain erroneous opinions 
of the census the real facts, urging 
them to give full replies to the enum- 
erators. 
Teachers are particularly 


requested to speak of the census" to 
the school children and ask them to 
tell their parents about it. 


For further particulars, or such 


other printed census information as 
there is on the subject, please address 
the Supervisor of your Census Dis- 
trict. 


Official Statement by Director 


On April 15, in the present year, 


1910, the census of the United Statei 
begins. It occurs every ten years. 


It is the basis of the distribution 


among the states of representation 
in the National House of Representa 
tives. 


It is also the means by which the 


United States Government ascertains 
the increase in the population, agri- 
culture, industries, and resources of 
the nation. 


It is required by the Constitution

The census is not, never has been, 


and can not be employed to obtain

POULTRY NOTES 


Fowls are great drinkers, especial^ 


y the laying hens. 


Do not keep poultry on the same 


round year after year. 


The best feed is whole corn, plenty 


of milk and meat scrap. 


Generally a hen should not be kept 


on an egg farm after she is two years 
old. 


Don't let chicks squeeze through 


slatted coops until their bodies are 
deformed. 


Don't forget that wet and leaky 


coops, do not tend to produce healthy 
chickens, but early death. 


The house should be cleaned and 


whitewashed in the fall and new 
straw and filling put in the nests. 


Ashes sprinkled in the nests first 


and two or three moth balls put in 
the nests will keep lice away. 


Give plenty of warm water. A few 


rusty iron nails kept in the drinking 
water is good to keep hens healthy. 


Kaffir corn and alfalfa hay (chop- 


ped) 
are good for the hens to scratch 


and pick in winter as they need exer- 
cise.. 


Those hens with the best appetites 


and full crops, are usually the best 
layers, but they should not be permit- 
ted to get too fat. 


Don't try to force hens to lay by 


feeding them red pepper or other eg 
forcers. 
Their digestive organs, are 


liable to become inflamed.

weather all of March where'er I have 
been. 


Oh, what a glorious country this,

Political Announcement 


An Act of Assembly passed and ap 


proved at the last session of the Stat< 
Legislature provides that in the fu 
ture road taxes in the several town 
ships of the counties of the state 
shaU fee paid in cash, and that the 
state pay to said township 50 per 
cent, of the amount of the road tax 
duplicate. 
But the Act also carried 


-with it a proviso allowing townships 
that desire so to do to vote on wheth- 
er or not they return to the work tax 
system, and providing further that 
in case a majority of the electors of 
any township vote in favor of work 
tax: then that township shall receive 
no appropriation from the state. 


To this point the law was discussed 


•eftitorially by The Gazette prior to 
the last election, at which four or 
J.T6 townships of the county, having 
presented petitions to the court for 
permission to do so, and the permis- 
sion being granted, voted overwhelm- 
ingly to adopt the work tax system. 


In a recent decision handed down 


by Judge Criswell of Venango County 
it was held that where a township 
votes in favor of work tax no cash 
tax may be levied. 


This raises the question—How are 


"the township officials to get money to 
purchase materials for culverts, etc., 
-and to pay salaries of officials if they 
-are not allowed to pay any part of 
the road tax m cash? 
This is cer- 


tainly a condition of affahs most un- 
desirable, but the most perplexing 
question in connection v,ith the whole 
7iiatter is, How may it be remedied? 


&. few years ago a road law was 


-passed by the Legislatui e agreeing to 
pay 15 par cent, of the amount of the 
vduplicate to townshins that would 
vote to adopt the cash tax system. 
Several townships of this county so 
voted, and later when one of them 
.desired to vote to return to the old 
system the local Court held that 
when a vote had once been taken it 
could not be reversed b\ a subse- 
quent vote. 


Should the same reasoning apply 


in the case of the townships that re- 
cently voted for work tax under the 
law of 1909, a decision ot a higher 
•Court, reversing the decisions of the 
lower Courts,, will be necessary to 
make it possible for work to be done 
-on the roads of the townships that 
voted in tavor of the work tax s>s- 
-iem.

There is something so 
strangely mysterious about it all to us 
earthly minded people that we can- 
not grasp it except the Spirit shall 
enlighten us.

the harvest Himself, the King of the 
kingdom, manifesting His power over 
the souls ai^l bodies of people and over 
wind and wave and full of compassion 
for people, but He wants associates 
from among men to whom He can 
intrust His power that they may go 
forth In His name and do as He had 
been doing. That is all wonderful, re- 
minding us of Isa. vi, 8. where we hear 
the one living and true God in the 
persons of the Trinity saying. "Whom 
shall 1 send and who will go for us?"

wonder on our part is that so 


few respond to such an honor.

why should He ask us to ask Him or 
His Father to do this? Is it that in 
asking Him we may offer ourselves, 
saying, "Here am 1; send me?'' Would 
we be honest in asking Jesus Christ 
to send forth laborers into the wide 
world to work for His great cause 
if we did not first offer Him our- 
selves?
